A Knov/lcdgo of Natural History PrftCtl- 
cally Useful. 

Apart from tlie pure enjoyment felt. in lire 
study of uatufal lri»tory— and fffiitlj ii indeed 
its o»»n reirard — Ibere is often umcb adtan- 
lagf to be reaped from even sucb a tMghl oc- 
nuaiutance with it as many im-el tlie rerjuire- 
mtnlsof those who regard thing* merely in a 
utilitarian point of view. In proof ol I his 
statement >re will adduce two remarkable in 
stances : the first is taken from Souther** 

•History of Urazil," where, describing the 
perilous li tuition of C'abeza <!e \'aca of Ins 
voyage to JJrazil, lie relatti in whal a remark, 
able manner he owed bis etc ape from tliip- 
wreck to a small insect. Winn tbe yoyagei* 
had erosved the line, the au.-inly of water irai 
Inrjoired into, and il rras found that of one 
hixdred ra*ks there remained but three for 
four hundred men and thirty horses. Upon 
ibis, the Adclantado gave orders to make for 
(he nearest Ur.d. Three days tbty >tood to- 
wards it. A soldier, who set cut in ill health, 
Ind brought a grillo, or grour.d cricket, with 
him from Cadiz, ihinkinx to he amused hy tbe 
imccl'a icice j but it had bmi rviteul the whole 
way, to his uo lilile ditapp ointment. Now, 
on llie morning of the fourth day, the grillo 
began to ring his shrill ratile, scenting gs was 
immediately tuppo-ed. the land, .Such wa* 
the miserable watch which bad been kept, thai 
when looking out at this warning, tlu-y per- 
ceivtd high recks within bowsli->l, eguinsl 
which, had it not been for the insect, tln-y 
must rneiitobl) |j««fi been loit: liny had only 
just time to drop auchor. Flow hence Ihey 
coasted along, the grillo singing every oi^ht as 
if il hid ht en on shore, till they reached the 

iiland of St. Calalina. 

A still more etiiking incident is (hat we next 
proceed to refatc. During a vr'oltnt dorm io 
the month of November, I8»l,n veisc.1 pacing 
lb rough the English Chaontl was drJrerl ou 
tliOfeneif IKacby IKad. The whole of the 
creu being washed overheard, four or.ly es- 
caped immediate dnath, to be delivered, as they 
thought, to one more lingering and equally in- 
tiilible ; for, having in the darkness of tlie 
night been cast upon Ihe breakers, Ihey found, 
when ihey had climbed up the highest of these 
low rotks, that the waves were rapidly en- 
croaching on their tttjflura. To their terror, 
Ihey apprehended that when the tide should be 
at its height, the whole range svould be entire- 
ly covered with water. Ttedatkutri of the 
nijUt prevented anything being viithle beyond 
the spot upon which ll.ey stood, and winch 
was ccnlioually decrcssitg by the eucceuive 
encioachmentl of each relurting wave. The 
violence of tbe storm left no hope that their 
feeble voices, even if reited to |he utmost, 
couM be I rare] on shorp \ and thvy knew that, 
lisiibt the howling of the h'asl. their cries 
could retell no otber tsr thin lira I ol God. 
SVbst hurnjir tnn coold gi*c essistajce in such 
a situ-.tiool Eten if ti>ir distress we" 
known, how lajn the help of man! Their 
doom teemed inevitable, f^r they bid climed 
to the higl-eit poi*t. ftnd already the roaring 
it alers, folloKiag lUrp, flung over U.eir de- 
voted heidsHhe fouiiiosl waves bs Lcraldi of 
their anprcxch'Cg deslructioo. 

In till cxtreiail/, tie uub»ppy wen debated 
wUlher tU/ ihould throw l|-em:clies upon 
tbe mercy of the waves, hopiag to La cast up- 
on io(se Wgttr ground, end tlMiog ttst u 
tetter tUtiutire \\w |o w\ ft lic{j«tiCrJ 



death. The/ were about to do to, when sud> 
denly ono of Ihem in hisegony grasped a weed, 
which, even wet os H was, Bu well knew, ns 
Iho lightning^ fliih afforded a momentary 
glare, was not a funguv, but n root of ram- 
phire, end ho instantly recollected that this 
plant never grows under water. Tins, then, 
become more than on olive blanch of peace— a 
mrjicngcr of mercy. Hy it Ihey knew lint He 
who alnnc can calm the raging of the eea% at 
whoso voice alouo the winds and tlio naves 
oro still, had placed his landmark hero ; and 
by thivtign Ihey were asvured that lie had eaid 
to the wild wasto of waters, "Hitherto shall 
thou come, and no farther." Trusting to this 
happy omen, Ihey remained stationary during 
the remainder ol that dreadful night: and in 
tho rnoroing ihey were teen from the cliffs 
above,' and conveyed in 'safety to tho shore. 

Io another point of view, n*n acquaintance 
with tho facts of naiural history is very use- 
ful. We all know how much mischief has 
been occasionud hy what are called " vulgar 
errors" with reference to this subject." The 
Ignorant have*»uffered agonies from supersti- 
tious fears, which a rncrc ^mattering of such 
knowledge would hive sufficed to " scatter to 
the wind*," A very curious example in point 
recurs to our memory. The great natural- 
ist Reaumur informs us that in lint beginning 
of July, 1G08, Ibe suburbs of Aix la Chapsltc, 
and a considerable extent of country round it, 
were covered Willi what appeared to be U 
shower of blood. Great was Ihe consternation 
of Ihe inliuhilaiils. High ond tow agreed in 
attributing Ibis awful appearance to the pow- 
ers of darkness, arid in regarding it as the 
prognostic of some terribly disaster. I'Varand 
prejudice ivere tatting deep rool, and might 
probably have occasioned fatal results upon 
some weak minds, had not M. I'eErese, a cel- 
ebrated philosopher of that place, been a stu- 
dent of entomology. A ehrystalis, which he 
bad preserved in his cabinet, revealed to him 
the secret of this mysterious shower. Hearing 
a fluttering, which told him his insect lud 
arrived at its perfect stale, he opened the box 
in which he had kept it. The animal flew out, 
and left behind tt a rid Ipot. The hint suf- 
ficed ; he immediately compared this with the 
lputv of the bloody rain, and found they were 
alike. At the aanie time he observed there 
was a prodigious number of butterflies flying 
about, and on careful examination he found that 
the red drops were not to he found on the tiles, 
nor even on the upner surface of the stones, 
but chiefly in carilies and places where Ihe rain 
could not easily come. Thus did the obser- 
ver of nature dispel the ignorant fears and 
terror which a natural phenomenon had caused. 

The came author relates that a gentleman's 
gardener was thrown into a terrible fright by 
finding some of the tuiious ca-«!S formed by 
the leaf- cotter bees, in which they eteposil 
their eggm Unable to account for such mys- 
terious looking objects, the man conceived 
them to bo the product of witchcraft, portend- 
ing some dreadful misfortune. Hjf the advice 
of the priest of his parish, he even took a jour- 
ney from Rouen to I'aris, to show them to 
his master ; but he, happily, having more tense 
then ihe man, showed them to M. Nollet, an 
eminent naturalist, who, speedily opening one 
of the casts, pointed out the grub it contained, 
and sent ihe poor gardener away svilh a light 
heart, reh'ered from all his apprehensions. 

This last incident reminds us that, some (ix 
months tince, we received in a penny envelope 
a small box containing two little triangular- 
shaped seeds. A note which accompanied 
them said that they were Ihe seeds of a 
euphorbta from Mexico, ond tbit they were 
given to moving or jumping of their own ac- 
cord. And, sure enough, the &eed| performed 
their part to admiration, jumping about with 
so much agility, that, if placed on n sheet of 
paper, they presently hoppeJ beyond its limits. 
\VI>n put inio Ihe hand, they startled one by 
■he sudden jerk they ever and anon gave ; and 
most puzzling things they were. TU- eause 
w3s a very simple one after all ; no other than 
the existence ol a small grub within the Med, 
the egg of which some insect must have depos- 
ited there when it was in an immature state. 
What terrible alarm would these jumping seeds 
have occasioned to the ignorant people of 
whom we have just been speaking. ! 

Much more might be said to shots that the 
students of natural history are really conferring 
on society a benefit incalculably greater thin 
many who assume ihe privilege of despising 
tUir pursuit.— Leisure Hour.

Tho Council resolved Itcslf Into Commit- 
tco of tbo v/holo on tho camo— Mr. Cook in 

iho ebole 

Tho Committer ro:s end roporled tho By- 
Lav/ with coma emondinonu. Report xc- 

eolved. 

On tho question for tho third rcvilng, Mr* 
Cook cald ha had lcarltcd that tho law coin- 
palling Holote ond Tovorn lo bo clo:cd at 7 
o'clock on flatuiday ovonlnga, did not coino 
Inlo-eporou'on until January, 1800 j it aliould 
tboroforo bo etruck out. 

ftlfc Bmlth concidorcd, If tbo Council pas- 
ted tho Hy-Lov/ oo it v/aa, and tho parlies 
took out licontos undor it thoy wdro com- 
pollcd to abido by ii. 

Mr. Ciok replied, ho thought not. Thle 
Council iiad no povror to becoruo lowmakora, 
—thoy moroly carricj out tho law* It waa 
jmpnitiuto (o carry out o OyJ^atv not bsccd 
upon tbo eiotutci.—ond ho did hot consider 
iho claucoroforrcd to,-\vo baced upon tbo 
otalulc?. 

Mr. Hulhorlond cald ho called ottonllon to 
that fact, and alto Jn rolaiion to minora, 
wbori iho emondinauu v/oro moved { but be- 
ing doiormincd to mako tblnga oo plcatant 
ca poislblo, ho did not roist thorn. 

Tho Reeve observed it v/ei cloarly not 
within iboir provinco f> onfjio tho clouaoi 
— e» povror to pan such a Uy-Lavv wen only 
vcaloi in Counly Councils. '; 

Mr. Buthe/bud ilion compUined of tho 
dolay in patafiiB tho IJy-Law, and consider- 
ed tho amendment* moved by Mr. ftimlh oe 
obigothor ftctious. Nearly ono half ot 
Ui(.*.o nriiondmonlo couM not bo onforccd, 
ond In como instniicca, bo had eubmitted U> 
allow ibom pasa, in order to inoko things 
ogrceabto. From tbo beginning ho, (Mr. 
Hiniih,) lied lIhiwh a fnctlous opposiirun ; 
mid pursued n coureo, by taking tho Dy-J.ow 
from tho Clark to bis own oiTico, oftor tho 
fust rondiiig, unprecedented uiid ollogoihcr 
beneath him. • 

Mr. Huii lh ooid tho etiargo o( factious* 
netJ was unl'uunded. lie hud Jmd but ono 
dc.iiro,-*-ond that wca to mako Iho law ae 
clenr and dobiuie as nusublv. VVhilo ho 
wna a member of that Council, he v/es dclor- 
rnintd to pursuo that coureo ho considered it 
his duty to purouo, faithfully, fcarlaaly and 
boneklly. Ho had a right to move what 
amendmonta ho pleated, end did do eo; jl 
tbo other members ut tho Hoard differed with 
hirn, bo would bovo to tubinit, and would do 
it without finding fnull. 

A long end rather uogry ditcuasion fol- 
io r/cd, telling one another of their faults', etc, 

but oftor a wlnlo, tho feeling aubsidod, and 
the By-Law paaied a third reeding and bo- 
i:mno llio low of the villago. 

Tbo next order woe the second reading of 
Mr. Smith's By-Law, compelling meuiberjs 
of Council to pluco any Ii ink, Printed or 
Written Document ; or olbor t natter, rocoiv- 
od by them as tucb Councillor, in the hands 
of the Clerk for Ibo uso ol tho iMumcipslity. 
Tho Council then went into cniitmittfo ol 
tbo whole on tho came, — Mr. Cook in tho 
choir. 

Tho By-Law was then road through, and 
the coinmitleo roso and reported. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, eecondod by 
Mr. Sutherland, tbo report woe received, and 
iho lly-Lnw rend a third time ond adopted. 
Tho next ordor wos Mr. SrniuVa By-Low 
to provido for opening up tbo bigbwny* ul 
this vjllsgo- 

Mr. Smith said bo hod been instructed b) 
tbo petitioners, inasmuch as they had been 
misrepreeentcd in tbo Council and as ih*y 
did not feel dispocod to pay the oxpeneca re- 
quired by lew, to open the eamo, bo wished 
tho' order discharged. 

Mr. Cook aeid tho object of Mr. Smith 
was to pleco the Uo&d and Uridgo Committee 
in a felao position,— in feet to put tbwn in 
direct ontegonlatn to the petition tie. It was 
ell tun i:\on on Mr. Smith'e pnrt ; for ho had 
given notlco of tho By-Law beforo bo con- 
eulied tbo peiitionoia: end it had tbeoppoar- 
onco. at least of trying to makecomiel. Ho 
(Air. C.) bed no other object in view but the 
public good i arid bo was prepared to meet 
Mr. Smith any day bofoio tbo people, end 
etand or fall on tho result. He v/ae e&iibfttd, 
if tho paittienera knew that by aigning of 
that document, they were making thcim.elvcs 
lieblo lo all the expantc >, not ten poreons in 
iho village would hava tuUcribed their 
names. 

.Mr. Smith said, tbot nearly everything ho 
did at thM Council his rnotisea were tniiro- 



ibst gentleman that ho represented tho peo- 



ple hieo,— and that bo hnd^gat as much In 
tercat In tbo Villopo as* Mr. Smilh. It wao 
ell vory well for htm to talk about his duty | 
but any man could ceo tho object ho had In 
vJow. Wbon tbo po'itlonora preetcd, ho urg- 
ed bis By-Law ; ond when thoy did not, bo 
nca agreeable If it won nccosiacy at one 
ttm^, II v/o» also at nh other. ' His wliolr^ ob- 
ject had a purpose. • t '• 

f.f r. Smith replied, by eoylng, |f tjioy dio- 
bftliavcd what ho said ho could not go further. 



Ho disclaimed having any ulterior object^ry 
and only nought to carry out ibo will of iho 
people. Ho wna Itidopondont end 'bad iio 
favora to ask, and CopW ; >ibt 'Mo ihofuforb; 
why ho should bo cbargrd wltlf having ' on 
ultorlor object. • Ho only cougbt iho wofforo 
of Ibo Vrlfago, — mid was mill determined lo 
do what ho thought his duly wholhor thoy 
Impugned hfo mmivca or not. 
Mr. Cook, disclaimed {being. & party man, 

and defied any roerobcr of Iho Council to shot? 
to tbo contrary. 

Tbo rfiecu&iion then became somewhat oni- 
mated ; but alter a littlo sparring, cooled 
down, end tho Council adjourned. 

Bpondlng Uonoy Without Authority. 

Kcaponilblo Govornmont oo carried out 
by tbo pre.-.: nt Adrnlnlstrulon and a? applied 
lo Iho way iho nlTnire ol Sialo oro mannged 
in III to country i rnoroly oxh|a in name. Con- 
otitullonel usages ondprcccdonts aro troatcd 
with contempt ; wlnlo tbo violation of tbo 
well -understood principles upon which thoy 
nro baaed fa publicly maintained upon ibo 
floor of Parliament, on tho ground of expe- 
diency. . Thoy break through ovory rulo of 
restraint — tremplo upon tho rights of tho 
poopto by tbo oxpendiiuro of lurgo aurns of 
public money without authority, ond thon 
bovo iho* olTrontory lo corno down to tho 
House ond at!ornpl lo justify their wanton 
coureo on iho fiimplo pica of oxpediency. 
But paradoxical ns it may appear, mon Who 
liivo been noiit to tbo f^ogiulnturc, to ijuord 
the interests of thair coueiiiucnU, ore fntmd 
ready to ausloin ibo 'Ministry in their mis- 
deeds, nnd whitewash their political (short- 
coming*. 

Tho (lobnto in the Ilonvt on tbo Oih insl., 
cloarly justifies us in making tbo nbovo rc- 
rnarks. hi iho public nccounls far 18h8, ft 
sum of '$400,000 is act down for incidental 
eipomo'j of tho Civil Government, incurred 
during that year,— actually spent, in reality, 
without tbo authority of I'nrliarnonl.
